The Northern Region’s Industrial 
Kaleidoscope 


We begin here another of our periodic surveys of the Regional development of industry 
in the United Kingdom. 


(From a Special Correspondent) 


HERE IS NOTHING SMALL OR MEAN about the Northern Region. Last year it gave the 
world its first electricity for industry and homes derived from nuclear power. M 
earlier it had given the world its first steam locomotive, its first steam turbine, and one of 

the first factory-made electric lamps. In other words, it is a region of pioneering and great and varied 
industrial vigour. 

This matches the Region itself. It embraces two long stretches of coastline — from Scarbor 
to Berwick-on-Tweed and the Scottish Border on the east side, from Millom to Carlisle and 
Border on the west. Thus it encompasses the counties of Northumberland, Durham and the North 
Riding, and Cumberland and Westmorland. A great link of the Pennine Chain neatly divides the 
Region, Embraced in this area of 7,470 square miles with a of 3-2 million is one of the 
loveliest lake countries in the world, a delightful mixture of other scenery, much mineral wealth, 
and an industrial activity which ranges from atoms to zircon. Industry has apace since the 
war with a multitude of new factories — many attractively housed ont Trukeg Bates = and the 
Wellsian fantasy of the Calder Hall nuclear energy station between the mountains and the Irish Sea, 
and the equally striking Wellsian fantasy of the vast I.C.I. plants on Tees-side, where there is one 
of the world’s greatest concentrations of chemical industry... 


Indeed, it is the pace and ever-changing variety of the Northern Region’ s industrial t 
that has given one of the most exciting chapters to the story of post-war Britain. Yet there are still 
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some people who think the Region ‘remote.’ It is less than five hours 
from London to Newcastle-upon-Tyne by train on the eastern side 
of Great Britain and about thee same time from London to Carlisle 
on the main west lines. The A.1 Great North Road, London to 
Edinburgh, cuts cleanly through the North East. On the west side 
A.6 runs through Westmorland’s busy and pleasant town of Kendal 
and over Shap Fell to Penrith and Carlisle. Kendal, southern gateway 
to the Lakes, is also the turning-off point for traffic heading over the 
famous Dunmail Raise to the west coast industrial belt of Cumberland. 
These excellent road and rail links — and the ports — are the lifelines 
of the Region’s industry and commerce. ‘The towns and cities that lie 
on and adjacent to them are compact enough to avoid the worst 
bottlenecks of the more congested industrial areas. 


Two Millenia of Industry 


The Romans have to be in this story. They were not only great 
road builders; they had an eye to exports even 2,000 years ago. The 
mineral deposits of the Pennines and the Lake District - especially 
lead - were among the lures that drew them northwards. Within 
six years of the Roman invasion of Britain their exports of lead had 
grown so quickly that lead-mining Roman colonists in Spain com- 
plained to Rome about the competition! Hadrian’s Wall, the main 
bastion of their defence from attacks across the Scottish Border, lay 
immediately to the north of the main lead-mining area. Even in the 
mid-nineteenth century one-fifth of Europe’s lead production came 
from the Northumberland mines of Allendale. There has recently 
been a renewed interest in lead-mining in the locality. 

Locally mined coal on either side of the Pennines, and often under 
the seas, has brought might to this northern territory. It was being 
mined in the Newcastle-upon-Tyne area in the twelfth century. It 
was demanded by the industrial revolution. It was demanded abroad. 
From the earth, too, came iron ore in Cumberland and Cleveland - 
and so the birth of the iron and steel industry on both sides of the 
Region. 

The next step was shipbuilding. The Tyne, the Wear and the Tees 
in the North East built for the world. To-day a new phrase has been 
coined for the area — the Land of the Three Rivers. A film about that 
part of the Region, sponsored by the North East Industrial Develop- 
ment tion, is so called. It rightly emphasizes the beauty as 
well as the industrial activity of this area. 

The miner, the steelmaker, the shipbuilder, or the man or girl in a 
modern trading estate factory can finish work and be at the seaside, 
in the hills or on the moorlands in the time it takes the unenvied 
big-city dweller to reach a suburban home. 


The Trading Estates 


In the world depression of the early 1930’s this area — largely 
dependent on the heavy basic industries — suffered severe unemploy- 
ment. Since then, however, successive Governments have encouraged 
new firms, and often entirely new industries, to settle on individual 
sites and on trading estates in areas where male and female labour 
was available. An important contribution to the diversification of the 
economic structure of the Region has thus been achieved. 

The fortunes of the iron and steel and shipbuilding industries have 
also recovered, and, with the present trends of world trade and capital 
development, can expect many years of prosperity. At the same time, 
with the development of undersea coal seams, it is hoped that the life 
sete i may be extended after the later workings have been 
e juste 


Today these areas are known as the North East Development Area 
with 37 estates and sites and the West Cumberland Development 
Area with 15 estates and sites. Within these areas the Board of Trade, 
acting through the companies running the estates, has encouraged new 
industrial development to the extent of 53,000 jobs in the North East 
Development Area (37,000 jobs since 1945 alone) and 5,600 jobs 
(3,200 since 1945) in West Cumberland. The estates have grown to 
maturity through the stress of war, the difficulties of post-war 
adjustment and shortages, and economic change. 

Team Valley, Gateshead - Britain’s first Government financed 
trading estate ~- was started in 1936, and by the outbreak of war some 
5,000 persons were employed in 12 million sq. ft. of factory space. 
Little development was possible during the war, but in the 12 years 
that have since elapsed a large building programme has been carried 
out and the 700-acre site now houses 97 firms. There are 36 other 
trading estates and sites covering over 12,000,000 sq. ft. of factory

space and employing about 53,000 people — about 58 per cent. women 
and girls. The 310 firms in all represent about 30 different groups of 
industries. The outstanding example of the adaptability of local 
labour is at Darlington, where after the war probably the world’s 
biggest factory for spinning hand-knitting yarn was set up. Good 
human relations, excellent training arrangements and working 
conditions safely launched an industry entirely alien to that part of the 
country. 

In 1929, before the onset of the world depression, over two-fifths 
of those with jobs were in the basic industries such as mining, steel, 
shipbuilding, ship-repairing and heavy engineering.'To-day, despite the 
renewed prosperity of the basic industries, the fraction is less than a 
quarter. 


Versatility of Local Training 


The school-leaver or university graduate to-day can train locally 
not only for these basic industries on his doorstep but for many others 
at hand, including chemicals, nuclear engineering and electronics. 
Industry and education are co-operating in seeking to provide the 
trained technicians now needed here as elsewhere in increasing 
numbers. There is, for instance, a growing bond between North East 
industry and the University of Durham, and technical 
North East and Cumberland. Training schools established by the 
larger firms are also tackling the job of providing the right human 
material to expand Britain’s industrial might, and the Minister of 
Education has agreed that one of the country’s new Colleges of 
Advanced Technology will be established in Newcastle. 

Agriculture, too, has strong educational links in the Region; under- 
standably so with so much agricultural land in all five counties. There 
has been a great turnover from the pure grazing throughout the 
Region before the war to sniundd Inechenhdey deulaiied te Maleaiianecks 
throughout the year with the minimum of imported feeding stufts. 
Mechanization on farms has grown apace. In round figures agriculture 
employs about 40,000 workers in the Region. Afforestaticn is bringing 
an added beauty as well as increased economic wealth to the northern 
counties. 

County Durham has two of Britain's New Towns -—one at Newton 
Aycliffe, near Darlington, the other at Peterlee, near the coast mid-way 
between West Hartlepool and Sunderland. 
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So much for a quick look at the Region. Later articles will describe 
industrial centres in more detail and tell of their new developments 
and exports. But first a word about the coalfields. 


Some Basic Industries 


The north-eastern coalfield covers almost all the county of Durham 
(save for its southern and western extremities) and, north of the Tyne, 
the south-eastern corner of Northumberland, From the working of 
outcrop coal in the early days, the development of the field, par- 
ticularly in Durham, has been a steady development eastward. New

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Northern Region’s Industrial Topography 


A region divided by distinctive natural features, and where industrial 
development on the east side has taken place along the lower reaches 
of three roughly parallel rivers, can have no one natural centre that 
can be called its hub. The largest concentration of population and 
sadiobens in-aaliaiaddids --@- cemmibaiaen af SURGES poodle deadieatad 
by Newcastle-upon-Tyne vith a population of more than 280,000. 

Here in this city and county borough are the headquarters of both 
the Durham Division and the Northumberland and Cumberland 
Division of the National Coal Board, the regional offices of Govern- 
ment ts, and the national ‘records office of the Ministry of 
Pensions and National Insurance. 

The Region’s biggest city is yet small enough for one of its best 
residential areas to lie but a mile and a half from the centre, and 
many who work in the city also live at the coastal towns a few miles 
away. 

Newcastle-upon-Tyne is the hub of Tyneside where the basic 
industries flourish side by side with new industries. Within a few 
miles of the River Tyne some seven million tons of coal a year are 
mined, and shipbuilding, as mentioned, breaks records. 

There are, too, firms whose products are used the world over, 
making engineering equipment, marine engines, heavy electrical 
machinery such as turbo-generators and switchgear ranging to 
consumer goods as varied as washing powders and cigarettes. 

Much of the new industry has settled on the trading estate at 
Team Valley, Gateshead, at the Bede estate in Jarrow, and north of 
the Tyne at West Chirton. More than 12,000 people work at Team 
Valley in industries varying from coal-mining machinery to sweets. 
Not only do the trading estates such as Team Afollasion provide jobs 
for workers and opportunities for industries to develop. The estates — 
and this is particularly so of Team Valley — are most attractive places. 
Well designed functional but architecturally satisfying buildings and 
effective landscaping and tree planting result in an agreeable environ- 
ment where workers work well and managers and technicians give of 
their creative best. 

Jarrow in the 1930’s was an example of the risk of having a com- 
munity largely dependent on one industry. To-day it is prosperous 
with many industries, as well as the revived shipbuilding and ship- 
repairing yards, and the hopelessness of former years has been 
entirely replaced by a growing optimism. 

Moving southwards, the second river of the Three Rivers’ Country 
is the Wear. Sunderland, proudly claiming to be the most productive 
shipbuilding town in the world, stands at its mouth, and a dozen miles 
inland is the historic city of Durham. Sunderland (population 182,000) 
prides itself on its unique contribution to the country’s output both 
of ships and marine engines. Twenty-nine ships, totalling 217,000 gross

Estate — developed to aid the diversification of the Sunderland 
economy - include aero-engine components, cathode ray tubes, 
industrial gases, men’s tailoring and women’s dresses. 

Inland from Sunderland, Chester-le-Street, by-passed by the 
Great North Road, largely depends on coal-mining but also has a 
large confectionery works, and to the north Birtley has important 
concerns manufacturing electric cables and earth-moving equipment. 
Further up the river the city of Durham, dominated by a cathedral 
among the most impressive in Europe, has, among others, old- 
established industries like carpet-making and organ-building. On the 
ene? Dragonville Trading Estate firms make products ranging from 
tanks for road wagons to down quilts. Higher up the river still, at 
Spennymoor and Bishop Auckland, trading estates have brought new 
industries to an area where employment in coal-mining has declined 
and where there were few jobs for women. Products range from 
tnd equipment, radio receivers and radiograms, to handbags and 

ttons. 


Moving down towards the coast again before reaching the third of 
the rivers — the Tees — we come to Peterlee, and, further to the south, 
the Hartlepools. Peterlee is a new town on that part of the South 
East Durham coalfield with the greatest expectancy of life. The town 
is rehousing miners and their families from inadequate accommoda- 
tion in the surrounding mining villages and will provide a much 
needed commercial and administrative centre for a scattered 
mining area. Over 2,500 houses have been completed at Peterlee and 
two big modern factories in which clothing and worsted yarns are 
produced. The town is scheduled to grow from the present population 
of over 9,000 to 30,000 in the next 15 years or so. 


Hartlepool-a borough since the 12th century—and its 19th- 
century neighbour, West Hartlepool, are important for shipbuilding, 
marine engineering, steel-making and timber-importing. Any ‘Stranger 
visiting the place may be astonished by the acres of stacked pit-props. 
New industries on the trading estate such as tele-communication 
equipment, tailoring, worsted weaving and hosiery provide some 
diversification as well as additional employment for women and girls, 
many of whom travel from the mining areas. 


The Giants of Tees-side 


A little to the south lies Tees-side, with Stockton and Billingham 
on the north bank, and Middlesbrough and Wilton on the south. 
Steel, heavy engineering, chemicals and ships are the major products

of this area. Dorman Long’s post-war expansion has cost about 
£65,000,000. I.C.I.s expansion programme is costing £85,000,000. 
Their vast chemical works at Billingham, producing a wide range of 
general heavy chemicals, including the raw materials for nylon, is i 
linked by pipelines under the Tees to the rapidly expanding inter- 
related chemical plants at Wilton. There the oil cracking 

olefine plants provide raw materials for processes up complex 
organic chemicals reaching the public as Perspex, thene and 
Terylene. At Stockton, a fully automatic pipe-making plant, among 
the most modern in Western Europe, is busy turning out a big dollar 
contract to help Canada with her natural gas projects. On Tees-side 
the shipbuilding and ship-repairing firms specialize in tankers and 
are at full stretch meeting orders. 


New firms have been eager to come to this area, now one of the 
greatest industrial areas in Britain, and there has been rapid growth 
of industries on the trading estates at Stockton and Middlesbrough. 
Products range from electrical components, office supplies, woollen 
cloth and men’s suits. Small industrial estates in the Cleveland area 
have new industries such as worsted weaving and tailoring. 


A dozen miles or so up the Tees stands Darlington, a pleasant 
market town serving a wide area of both Durham and the 
North Riding, but with a wide variety of industries both old and new, 
heavy and light. Steel rolling, locomotives, wagons and railway equip- 
ment, bridge making and structural steelwork, forgings, castings and 
oil refinery equipment are the basic industries. New firms established 
since the war are mainly in the textile and clothing industry, including 
the world’s biggest knitting wool factory of Paton and Baldwins —a 
fine example of contemporary architectural design and constructional 
skill. 

Five miles north of Darlington, on A.1, is Aycliffe, the Region’s 
other new town. It is smaller than Peterlee and will soon reach its 
designated initial population of 10,000. It was built to house workers 
employed on the trading estate developed from the war-time Aycliffe 
ordnance factory. This now employs 3,600 people in some 60: firms 
whose products range from mining machinery to fancy goods and from 
back axles to paint and plastics. More new firms are likely to be 
attracted to an area with so many amenities. 


South of the Tees lies the North Riding; largely agricultural except 
for the southern ’Tees-mouth. Within easy reach of the industrial area 
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of Tees-mouth are the Yorkshire wolds and a fine stretch of pic- 
turesque coastline with such holiday towns as Whitby and Scarborough.

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Honduras a Small Market Seeking Long-term 
Sources of Supply 


(From the British Embassy at Tegucigalpa) 
This article, and in particular its opening paragraph, is recommended to the notice of all firms interested in small markets generally. 


THE UNITED NATIONS ORGANIZATION today comprises 81 
countries, of which most, like the Republic of Honduras, are small 
and in need of help and development. Manufacturers dealing with 
large and established markets sometimes believe that the smaller 
markets take too much time and trouble, and turn to them only when 
normal outlets suffer a temporary stoppage, often for ephemeral 
balance of payments reasons. But to use markets like the Central 
American Republics as a stop-gap alternative creates an ‘on again, 
off again’ impression, at a period when countries like Honduras are 
making up their mind where to seek their long-term sources of 
supply. In the long run what matters is not whether we want them, 
but whether they will want us. It is up to the United Kingdom as 
a trading nation to win a share in their overall custom before it has 
set into a pattern excluding us. The signs in Honduras are, happily, 
that United Kingdom manufacturers are now pursuing this aim. 

Honduras is not a pretentious country. The phrase ‘under- 
developed’ offends no susceptibilities and hurts no false pride. Her 
economic expansion starts from modest beginnings and is set to an 
unassuming tempo. Public works, mining development, an expanding 
agriculture, light industrialization - all these necessary stages are 
being tackled patiently and systematically. Capital equipment, 
machinery, tools and transportation come first, a quietly 
improving standard of living is simultaneously increasing the demand 
for the comforts of life; whisky, fine woollens, imported foodstuffs 
and a higher standard of dress are no longer the perquisite of the 
very few. Just as many foreigners have found in Honduras a welcoming 
and congenial home, so an increasing number of United Kingdom 
firms are finding it a market of similar characteristics. A leading 
Ficeriemy Ease heosnshodl of Wie eamsmane tim in to aad iat dia Geile 
that is not ‘staked out.’

New Sources of Wealth 


Honduras is a little smaller than England. Most of the population 
of 1} million live on the rich coastal strip by the Caribbean, or in the 
inland valleys where there is alluvial soil suitable for cultivation. In 
the eastern part-of the country untouched tropical forests rise into 
pasture land which is still little used, Much of the country, however, 
consists of successive chains of mountains, thickly clad with pine. 
These forests, correctly exploited, together with the mineral wealth 
only now beginning seriously to be explored beneath them, will form 
a major source of the country’s future wealth. 

For half a century most of Honduras’s foreign exchange has come 
from the intensive production of bananas on the North Coast. Even 
now the supply of fruit to the United States market remains a major 
economic factor, though some of the strain is now taken by the sale 
of maize, beans and cattle to neighbouring countries, also by the 
rapidly increasing production of coffee and cotton which, in 1955, 
reached 15,000 and 2,500 tons respectively, and since then are 
provisionally reported as having increased greatly. A similar increase 
took place in the production of silver, lead a pe which already 
in 1955 earned for Honduras about 7 million dollars in foreign 
exchange.

Exceptions to the strict price rule, and more interested in quality 
and delivery, are some of the large American fruit-growing and mining 
companies which operate in Honduras. These companies have 
purchasing organizations which function in the United States. Much 
good can be done by representatives from the United Kingdom who 
visit the territory, stimulate interest among the technical staff operating 
in Honduras, and subsequently, with knowledge of local conditions, 
visit the Head Office in the United States to discuss their article with 
the purchasing organization there. These companies buy on a scale 
larger than most individual Honduran purchasers at this stage, and 
successful British sales to them have already proved that they need 
not be neglected merely because they are, in a sense, apart from the 
rest of the Honduran market. 

Honduras is at the very beginning of a programme of development 
projects, and is still largely at the study stage. Her greatest deficiency 
is roads, of which she has little over 1,000 miles, most of these un- 
asphalted. The International Bank for Reconstruction and Develop- 
ment has recently made a Road Maintenance Loan of 4:2 million 
dollars to improve the existing system, which has led to at least one 
successful British tender. It is hoped that this will shortly be followed 
by a much larger loan for actual road construction, connecting the 
Pacific and Atlantic coast with Tegucigalpa (the capital), the Salva- 
dorean frontier and, in due course, the rich but unopened East. ‘These 
projects — together with feeder road and irrigation systems which the 
Honduran Government is already constructing on its own account — 
are already calling for considerable quantities of equipment, and in 
the fairly near future will enormously increase the demand for trans~- 
port of all kinds. Other International Bank loans are under study, for 
port development, and for the utilization of the Rio Lindo Falls to 
produce ultimately 140,000 kVA. of electricity annually, for both 
the capital and the North Coast. A perhaps longer-term project is a 
Central American scheme to use the still vast forests of Honduras 
pine for the pulp and paper needs of the five Central American 
republics. 


The Early Bird and the Agent 


For all such projects, as well as for normal current trade, a good 
agent is most desirable. Inevitably in a small country undergoing a 
considerable trade expansion, good agents are few, and tend to be 
swamped. The British Embassy in Tegucigalpa, either direct or 
through the Board of Trade, is always ready to suggest a possible 
range of choices. Many commodities are, however, already represented 
by the best agents, who cannot therefore take on competing lines. 
The field is not yet entirely full, but there is no doubt that latecomers 
may have to be satisfied with small or inexperienced agents, still at 
the ‘bazaar’ stage; it is noticeable that of late years many of the most 
enterprising agents have outgrown this category and have begun to 
specialize, but their services may not be available to manufacturers who 
delay unduly their approach to the Honduran market. Nor is it always 
easy to find an agent equipped to deal with the two trading areas, the 
North Coast, centred on the growing manufacturing town of San 
Pedro Sula, and that centred on the administrative and governmental 
capital, Tegucigalpa,

all the more evident if exporters can only take the decisive step of 
sending out a representative to Central America. He can assess the 
market for his firm’s particular commodity as no potential local agent 
can, let alone even the keenest Commercial . He can select 
an agent. Above all, in our experience, he can book orders. The firm 
which has the courage to send a representative, especially on a repeat 
visit to an agent whom he has previously selected, is time and time 
again the firm which gets the business. 

Experience in Honduras has shown that the British manufacturer 
is increasingly enlightened in this matter of overseas representation. 
Happily, too, the days are receding when his trade literature was 
firmly presented in English, and his quotations in pounds, shillings 
and pence. Representatives are not unknown whose principals have a 
spares depot in the vicinity, perhaps at Panama or Jamaica, or who 
have a resident representative in Mexico City who can take over for 
them the invaluable ‘follow-up’ visit. Some have materialized who 


responsible for the new respect which British manufacturers are meet- 


ing in this small but very typical country, inevitably orientated 
towards the United States but with an urge to diversification and 
with room for all who try. 


Payment Problems 

Local sales are usually on a cash basis, although items such as 
cycles, motor-cycles, electrical goods and motor-cars are increasingly 
sold on credit terms. The larger commercial ses in main 
towns also find it necessary to extend credit to the smaller trader in 
outlying towns. 

The banks now have branches in many of these smaller towns. 
Unfortunately there is no British bank as yet. All trade with Honduras 
is conducted in dollars and prices should be quoted accordingly. 

Most exporters from abroad work on sight draft terms, payable 
against delivery of shipping documents, or, if by parcel post, against 
delivery of goods. Some of the leading commercial houses, however, 
enjoy 30 and 60 day drafts. Letter of credit terms are practically 
unobtainable from importers because of the expense involved. 
Irrevocable Letters of Credit with one of the several local banks, 
or their branches, are recommended in opening new accounts. Since, 
however, local importers must often advance considerable credit in 
connection with their sales, their own requests for credit by exporters 
are not necessarily unreasonable. Scope undoubtedly exists for 
merchant banking. Certain merchants with deposits in the United 
States remit in advance against pro forma invoice. 

Normal business hours are from 8 a.m. to 12 noon and from 2 p.m. 
to 5 p.m. Business visitors should arrange for a minimum stay of at 
least three days. 

It is preferable to use Spanish, the official language, in commercial 
correspondence, and business men visiting this country will find 
their business contacts much easier if they are familiar with the 
language. The principal local business houses, however, have English 
speaking staff. 

Shipping to Honduras is not difficult, but is slow; since the war 
there is no direct sailing from the United Kingdom either to the 
Atlantic or Pacific coasts of the Central American Republics. Amapala, 
an island in the Gulf of Fonseca on the Pacific side, has changed 
very little since Drake used it. Reached by transhipment at Cristobal, 
it is slow of access and devoid of equipment, depending on lighterage 
and the tides for landing at the little jetty at the estuary village of 
San Lorenzo. Puerto Cortés, on the Atlantic coast, is much larger, 
with cranes, a railroad and other expanding facilities. Unfortunately, 
it can at present only be reached by transhipment at Continental 
or American port. Exporters should study shipping possibilities with 
care, remembering that slow transit is one of the main complaints 
against British goods; 40 days’ delivery is considered normal by many 
United States and German firms. There is no particular complication 
about shipments to Honduras; the usual Consular fees and documents 
are required, but ity clauses are on the whole less severe and 
legalistic than in other Latin-American countries. Customs are mainly 
on a gross weight basis, but may be systematized in the near future. 
At present the customer should be consulted carefully on packaging. 
Quotas and import licences do not exist. 


Honduras and L.S.D. 

Honduras is, of course, as solid a hard-currency market as exists. 
Everything she buys is paid for in good half-dollars, or Lempiras. 
The L.S.D. that interests her stands for Lempiras, Service, Delivery. 
What does it cost? Are spares available? How soon will it, and they, 
be here? These are the questions which the local importer asks, which 
the United States exporter can usually answer satisfactorily, and to 
which the Japanese and German exporter are paying close attention. 
Though with some shining exceptions deli remains an embarras-

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Anglo-Australian Meat Talks 


AT THE REQUEST of the Australian Government talks have been 
taking place between an Australian delegation and United Kingdom 
officials about the import of meat into the United Kingdom, says a 
joint communique. The Australian delegation included senior 
Commonwealth Government officials and representatives of the 
Australian Meat Board. For the United Kingdom the talks were 
conducted by officials of the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and 
Food and of the Board of Trade. 


The present position and the future prospects of the market for 
meat in the United Kingdom were examined. The Australian delega- 
tion thought that potential increases of supplies of meat both from 
abroad and in the United Kingdom were likely to outrun the capacity 
of the United Kingdom market to take increased quantities at 
remunerative prices: they could not agree that increased consumption 
could absorb significantly increased supplies. The United Kingdom 
representatives pointed out that per capita consumption of meat in the 
United Kingdom had only recently recovered to the pre-war level 
and considered that there was no reason to doubt that continued 
increases in consumption were possible. Moreover, they did not share 
the view that substantially increased supplies were in sight. 


In the light of their views of the market prospects the Australian 
representatives requested that, in order to make effective the policy 
stated in the Ottawa Agreement of giving Commonwealth suppliers 
an expanding share of meat imports into the United Kingdom, quotas 
previously applied under that Agreement to restrict imports of foreign 
meat should be revised on the basis that quotas would be reduced to 
limits to be agreed and applied if and when foreign supplies reached 
such limits. The United Kingdom representatives stated, however, 
that they could not regard the use of import restrictions, as pro 
for the purpose of protecting the Australian interest in the United 
Kingdom market as consistent with United Kingdom policies and 
existing international obligations. 

Both sides agreed that the situation should be kept under review 
and that, whenever thought appropriate, further discussions could be 
arranged at the request of either side, the communique concludes. 


Export of Eggs to Continent 


IN CONTINUATION of the talks held in London in May, discussions 
took place in Copenhagen on July 4 to 6 between a Danish and a 
United Kingdom Delegation about the export of eggs which have 
benefited from the subsidy on British home production. 


As a result of the talks in London the United Kingdom Government, 
as previously announced, undertook to take early action to prevent 
serious damage being caused to normal Danish export markets by 
export of eggs which have benefited from the subsidy. It was agreed 
in London that the administrative p:ovisions for the implementation 
of this decision would be worked out, and that these provisions would 
be subject to further talks between representatives of the two countries. 


During the latest talks in Copenhagen the United Kingdom’s 
representatives explained that their Government proposed to give effect 
to their undertaking by means of export yp et control. The Danish 
Government consider that these proposals would safeguard their 
interests as exporters of eggs. 


Agricultural Products and the 
Free Trade Area 


A STATEMENT has appeared in the Press suggesting that the Govern- 
ment will be unable to exclude agriculture from the Treaty setting 
up the Free Trade Area and that it may accordingly seek to negotiate 
a waiver to cover agricultural products. There is no change of policy 
from that set out in paragraphs 14 to 16 of the White Paper (Cmd. 72). 


Control on Acquisition of Foreign 
Currency Securities 
ANSWERING a Parliamentary Question on the Government's 


the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. Peter 
Thorneycroft, wrote on July 5: 

‘United Kingdom residents are free to acquire foreign currency 
commatiiee sunedet neti onsmanieed aiken tated diaeameanetinen 
and Her Majesty’s Government do not propose to alter that situation. 
Hitherto, however, they have also been able to acquire legally foreign 
currency securities from residents in other parts of the sterling area 
and this has led to transactions in such securities by residents of those 
parts of the sterling area where free markets exist. 

“While any additions to private holdings of fi 
securities in the United Kingdom increase our — porermmend 
income, the copied enet aft thevemeannane tie immediately on the 
reserves and I am not willing to let this continue. I have therefore 
decided to control the acquisition of ang currency securities by 
United Kingdom residents.

Isotopes in Industry: Harwell 
Course for Executives

Lower Duty on Some Gauges and 
Precision Instruments 


THE TREASURY have made the Safeguarding of Industries (Reduc- 
tion of Rates) Order, 1957, which amplifies the list of gauges and 
measuring instruments of precision on which, in pursuance of the 
May 1956 Protocol to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, 
the rate of duty to be charged is not to exceed 25 per cent. ad valorem. 

The added items (viz., certain balancing machines, block levels, 
scales and surface-finish testing instruments) would, but for this 
Order, be liable to duty at the rate of 33} per cent. ad valorem under 
the Key Industry Duty (List No. 6 — Gauges and Measuring Instru- 
ments) Order, 1957 (Statutory Instruments, Sha | No. 1043), details 
of which were published in the Board of Tr ade’ Journal of July 5, 
and this would be inconsistent with the tariff concessions which H.M.

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Glace Kid Tanners’ Case on Imports 
and Duties 


THE MINISTER OF STATE, Board of Trade, received on July 4 a 
deputation from the British Glace Kid Tanners’ Association, led 
by their chairman, Mr. P. K. Stead, and introduced by Mr, J. Ramsden, 
M.P., accompanied by Sir Keith Joseph, M.P. 

The deputation put to the Minister their case for the abolition of the 
10 per cent. import duty on goatskins imported into the United 
Kingdom from sources other than Commonwealth countries, and 
also raised the issue of competition from imports of German kid 
leather and the inadequacy of the United Kingdom protective duty 
on glace kid leather. 

The Minister said that the representations made by the deputation 
would be considered by the Board of Trade. So far as the abolition 
of duty on goatskins was concerned, this would involve consideration 
of our obligations to the Commonwealth supplying countries. As 
regards competition from Germany, it was open to the industry to 
make an application to the Board of Trade for an anti-dumping or 
countervailing duty in accordance with the provisions of the Customs 
Duties (Dumping and Subsidies) Act, 1957. So far as the 10 per 
cent. duty on imports of glace kid leather was concerned, the Minister 
said that the industry could make a formal application for an increase 
in the tariff, but he reminded the deputation that the current rate 
was bound under the G.A.T.T.

In the main exhibition, which will 
cover an area of 175,000 square feet, electric and pneumatic tools, 
pumps, small machines and building equipment will be demonstrated 
on stands. An adjoining space of 75,000 square feet will be available 
for demonstrations by diggers, loaders and other heavy machines. 

Among new products on show will be a lightweight trestle suitable 
for small builders and decorators and a machine for making concrete 
paving blocks. Several types of scaffolding will be displayed, including 
some systems using lightweight steel frames which can be put up 
easily and quickly. With one system it is claimed that a 20-foot tower 
can be erected in three minutes. One manufacturer is showing 
machines which can cut out a defective damp course and insert 
another at a rate of 60 to 80 feet a day. This method, it is claimed, 
reduces costs by about two-thirds, and the work can be done without 
disturbing the tenant of the building.

Special Display of Plastics at The 
Design Centre 


‘DESIGN IN PLASTICS,’ a display of some 80 products made 
wholly or partly from plastics, opened on Monday on the upper 
ground floor of The Design Centre, Haymarket, London, S.W.1. The 
exhibition will be open until August 10. 

The plastics industry has expanded at about five times the rate of 
all other industries and the production, and applications, of the newer 
types of plastics, notably polythene, continue to increase. 

The display shows plastics in the home, where the revolution began 
in the kitchen with the introduction of laminated plastics working 
tops, plastics floor tiles and finishes, P.V.C. curtaining and a variety 
of equipment — washing-up bowls, food containers, mixing bowls, 
brushes, trays and tableware. Also included are plastics light fittings 
and lampshades, door and drawer handles, a television set, a vacuum 
cleaner and a glass fibre and resin chair. 

Apart from their efficiency for working surfaces, there are now 
many attractively patterned laminated plastics on the market whose 
decorative qualities can be exploited for furniture and wall surfaces. 
Examples of these are on show. Travel goods are well represented — 
another field where plastics are now widely used, especially for 
lightweight air luggage. 

A selection of items from the display have been chosen by the 
Design Committee of the Plastics Institute for showing as part of the 
central feature at this year’s Plastics Exhibition, being held at Olympia 
until July 20.

WE ARE LEADING THE WORLD in nuclear developments, and will 
always lead the world if we trust in our skills and our power of 
improvisation, said the Lord Privy Seal, Mr. R. A. Butler, at the 
annual hincheon in London of the Scientific Instrument Manufac- 
turers’ Association (S.I.M.A.) on July 5. 


Mr. Butler, as chief guest of honour at the luncheon, brought to 
the scientific instruments industry the congratulations of Her Majesty's 
Government on its i t in having maintained a dominant 
position in world markets. He made the point that it had combined 
precision and artistry in workmanship with the sterner tests of the 
nuclear age in which it had assumed a full role and an increasing im- 
portance: it had contrived a most satisfactory combination of ancient 
and modern skills. Severe competition lay ahead, but the challenge 
could be met, as it was met and matched a very few years ago, by an 
increase of production and an increase of skill. Inflation remained the 
chief menace to the national economy, and the answer to inflation was 
higher exports. He commended the industry’s application to research. 


A Measure of Industrial Health 


Mr. G. A. Whipple, President of S.I.M.A., recalled that just after 
the First World War the Privy Council Committee for Scientific 
and Industrial Research said: “The British scientific instrument 
industry occupies a peculiar position. Its direct economic importance 
is small, but its indirect value is out of all proportion to its size. We 
should not be far wrong in regarding the sales of scientific instru- 
ments as a measure of the health of our chief manufacturing industries.’ 
Mr. Whipple commented that the inventions made since then, the 
growing complexities ~f mass production, and the control of processes 
by instruments alone, fent even greater weight to that statement to-day. 


The scientific instrument industry could be proud of its record in 
research. From recent returns it appeared that S.I.M.A. expended no 
less than 9 per cent. of its turnover on research and development. 
The only corresponding statistics which Mr. Whipple had from the 
United States give a figure of 3 per cent. Nor should it be forgotten 
that the British Scientific Instrument Research Association was 
founded in 1918 and was the first industrial research association to be 
formed under the wing of the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research. There were now 47 associations in the movement, which, 
incidentally, was unique in the world. Their Members and their 

rch Association were acutely aware of all the problems facing 
them overseas. They realized to the full the need for exports, and 
were doing their best. Their Export Committee received from the 
Board of Trade the very greatest help in the organization of Exhibitions 
and the like overseas. 


S.1.M.A. were not afraid of a European Common Market. They 
had held an outstandingly successful Exhibition at Olympia this year — 
Instruments, Electronics and Automation — and next year the Exhibi- 
tion would be international, for they did not fear competitors on their 
doorstep. They know their products were conceived by some of the 
best brains in the world and executed by some of the best craftsmen. 


S.1.M.A. now had 68 members in their Nucleonic Group. With the 
advent of nuclear power on the one hand, and radio isotopes on 
another, the potential was vast.

Mr. Whipple presented Mr. Butler with the first copy of S.I.M.A.’s 
newly published handbook, ‘British Nucleonic Instruments 1957,’ 
This is the fourth edition of the original ‘Isotope Book,’ published by 
the Nucleonics Group of S.I.M.A. In its 175 pages it lists the sources 
of supply of all kinds of nucleonic instruments, accessories, and other 
equipment for the handling and application of radio-active isotopes, for 
atomic power station instrumentation, and for laboratory, industrial 
and medical uses of the new isotope techniques. Over 90 firms are 
represented in the book, most of them listing and illustrating their 
particular products. Seven years ago the first edition ran to 40 pages 
listing 30 firms. A classified ‘buyers’ guide’ section enables the user 
to make a quick selection of possible sources. Priced at 10s. 6d., the 


book is available from S.1.M.A. at 20 Queen Anne Street, London, 
W.1, or through the usual channels.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Wednesday July 3 


Employment in Royal Ordnance Factories 

The Minister of Supply, Mr. Aubrey Joes, was asked the total 
number of employees in Royal Ordnance factories » how this figure 
compared with the corresponding figure 12 months since, and what 
estimate he made of the figure likely to be reached after reorganization 
was complete. 

The Minister replied that in round figures the total was 40,000 as 
against 46,500 12 months ago. As regards the last part of the question 
he preferred not to anticipate the announcement which he hoped to 
make shortly about the Royal Ordnance Factories. 


The Minister added in another reply that in present circumstances 
it was not possible to make reliable estimates of the future level of 
employment at the Royal Ordnance Factories, Woolwich. Some 
redundancy in the next few months was, however, inevitable, although 
he could not at present say how many employees would be affected. 


Trade with Russia and China 


A Member asked how far, following the unification of the Soviet 
and Chinese embargo lists, it was still the policy of the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs to make exceptions to the export embargo 
in appropriate circumstances. 

Mr. Ian Harvey, Joint Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
replied that Her Majesty’s Government’s use of the exceptions 
procedure for exports of goods under embargo for China up to May 30, 
1957, applied to items which were not restricted for export to the 
Soviet bloc. There was no comparable procedure for items on the 
Soviet bloc list, with which the China list had now been equated. 
No exceptions had been made to permit the export of embargoed 
goods on the Soviet bloc list unless the circumstances were very 
special or only trifling amounts were involved. 


Thursday July 4 
Quotas for Goods to China 


The President of the Board of Trade, Sir David Eccles, was asked 
when he expected to complete the determination of export quotas 
for goods on the quantitative control list for China; and whether the 
quotas now being established would apply only to exports from this 
country or would be part of larger quotas shared with other members 
of the Paris Consultative Group. He replied that recommendations 
as to those quotas were due to be made by the Paris Consultative 
Group to member governments in the near future. Some of the agreed 
quotas would probably operate globally; the rest would be allocated 
as between the countries concerned, but there would be some room 
for adjustment. 


European Free Trade 


Asked to state what are the 20 biggest, in percentage, of the tariffs 
or protections to British industry that would be lost as a result of the 
adoption by the United Kingdom of the European free trade proposals, 
the President referred to the Answer given on February 19, in which 
a list of goods bearing ad valorem duties of more than 33} per cent. 
was given (see Board of Trade Journal dated February 23, page 392), 
The details below of the main classes of goods which are subject 
to ad valorem duties of 33} per cent. were circulated in the Official 
Report. 

The following are the main classes of goods subject to a duty of oe pee 
cent. ad valorem when imported into the United Kingdom, if they do 
qualify for Imperial Preference: 

A few iron and steel manufactures. 

Scientific and lamp-blown glassware, and laboratory porcelain, 
Scientific instruments (most types). 

Ci projectors and some cameras. 

Wireless valves and vacuum tubes. 

A wide range of chemicals, including most synthetic organic and fine 


Watches and most clocks. 
Pianos and certain other musical instruments. 
Certain apparel containing silk and artificial silk, 


Hire-Purchase Finance 
A Member asked if the President was aware that the credit squeeze 
could be maintained more efficiently and more cheaply by increasing 
the initial deposit and reducing the number of payments than by 
keeping a high bank rate; and if he would appoint a committee to 
investigate this proposal with 
companies, in view of their wide experience in that matter. 
The President answered ‘No, Sir.’ Hire-purchase did not 
tiigs enpughh Gat in the ateneiin tae Ma Dienaed te tees i 
financial and credit policy on the hire-purchase restrictions. 


Action Under Dumping and Subsidies Act 


The President was asked how many cases had so far been referred 
to him for action under the Customs Duties (Dumping and Subsidies) 
Act; whether he would give particulars about such cases; and to what 
extent he was relying on trade and industry submitting cases to him 
for action or upon action initiated by his own officials. 

He replied that four applications had so far been received. 

The first was for a countervailing duty on subsidized new potatoes 
ee Following representations 
from Her Majesty’s Government, the French Government suspended 
the subsidy. 

An application for an anti-dumping duty on tomatoes from the 
Canary Islands was rejected on May 27. 

The two other applications were still under consideration. One of 
them (an application for an anti-dumping duty on polymethylsiloxane 
fluids and emulsions from France) was nga cone” on June 21 and 
comments were awaited from interested parties. The fourth applica- 
tion was still under preli examination and it would not be 
appropriate to give details of it at this stage. 

As he said during the debates when the Act was before Parliament, 
he looked to industry to take the initiative in applying for the use of 
powers under the Act.

Tomatoes from the Netherlands

Commonwealth Trade 


A Member asked what protests the President had received from 
Commonwealth Governments regarding the policy of Her Majesty’s 
Government concerning agricultural imports from the Common- 
wealth and from the Continent. 

Mr. Walker-Smith replied that Her Majesty’s Government were, 
of course, in constant touch with other Commonwealth Governments 
in regard to their trade with the United Kingdom and from time to 
time they received requests and suggestions from them, but Her 
Majesty's Government had not received any representations which 
could appropriately be described as protests. 


Committee on Radio Frequency Allocation 


REPLYING to a Question in the House of Commons on July 3, the 
Postmaster-General announced that he had decided to set up a new 
committee to advise him on the broad aspects of frequency allocation. 
The precise composition and terms of reference of the committee have 
not yet been settled, but Government Departments, industry, and 
users, will all be represented. 

The decision to set up this new committee stems from a proposal, 
put forward by the Radio Industry Council, for an advisory body, 
giving industry and users a more direct voice in frequency matters. 
It will supplement and not replace existing arrangements for dealing 
with questions of frequency allocation. 

The new committee should provide a useful forum in which industry 
and users can make known their views on frequency questions and 
keep in touch with developments.

The survey reviews the growth of economic activity, particularly 
as to differences in the economic structure of the principal regions — 
northern, tropical and southern Africa-and the differing rates of 
development in each.

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Price Trends in the First Half of 1957 


WHOLESALE PRicEs of basic materials are now on average 

3-6 per cent. lower than they were at the peak reached last Deewober, 
The downward trend would have been more marked but for the buoy- 
ancy of wool prices which have been rising fairly steadily from the 
low levels reached in the winter of 1955-56, and in June were 6 per 
cent. higher than they were last December. Timber prices have 
been firm in the past six months, but most other important basic 
materials are now cheaper than they were six months ago. In June, 
copper prices were 16 per cent. below the level of December 1956 
and reached their lowest point for over three years, while it seems 
likely that the fall of tin prices —- 5 per cent. since December — would 
have been more marked but for the decision taken by the International 
Tin Council in March to raise its floor price from £640 to £730 per 
ton; subsequent purchases which may have been made for the Council’s 
buffer stock may also have supported prices. Zine prices at the turn 
of the year were at their highest since the metal was freed from control 
four years ago, but slackening of purchases for the United States 
stockpile has resulted in a price fall of 13 per cent. since May. 


Apart from wool, textile materials are rather lower i 
they were at the end of 1956. Cotton prices, which fell markedly 
between May and June, are 10 per cent. lower than in December. 
Jute prices rose very sharply after the closing of the Sues Cemsl-end 
six months ago were at their highest level the “war; 
although they have fallen a little since then jute prices are still much 
higher than at any other time in recent years. 


Prices of manufactured goods have been increasing only slightly 
this year, and at a slower rate than in the second half of 1956. Con- 
trolled prices of steel were increased by i 
December and since then the wholesale price index of iron and steel 
has risen only a little. Prices of textile products have increased more 
than the average of other manufactured goods in the ths, 
partly reflecting the much higher level of wool prices which has ruled 
since the autumn. Clothing 
chemical industries have been fairly steady, although paints and some

Price Movements in the U.S."and Germany 


Varying methods of construction, weighting and coverage of the 
wholesale price index numbers of different countries greatly compli- 
cate the making of valid comparisons between the price movements 
in the United Kingdom and elsewhere, Series of index numbers 
with similar names and even similarly constructed may give very

different countries. It seems possible to draw the rather negative 
conclusion that over the last 12 months there is little in the published 
information to indicate that the pressure on the price structure has 
been significantly different in the United Kingdom, in the United 
States and in Germany. 

United States material prices were less affected than those in the 
United Kingdom by the nationalization and later closing of the Suez 
Canal last year. But while United States prices of crude materials 
(including fuels and foodstuffs) have been creeping up this year and 
in April were 2} per cent. higher than in June 1956, the United 
Kingdom price index of basic materials (excluding fuels and food- 
stuffs) has moved downward from the post Suez peak and in April 
was 3 per cent. higher than in June last year. Further falls have 
occurred in the United Kingdom index since April with the lower 
prices of cotton and non-ferrous metals and in June it was almost 
back to the level of a year ago. The German index of industrial basic 
materials which rose 4 per cent. between June and April differs 
widely from the United Kingdom basic materials index since it 
includes fuels and processed goods like semi-finished steel, but 
excludes materials originating outside manufacturing industry like 
natural textile materials, wood and rubber.

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More Household:Goods Sold‘on Hire- Purchase i in May 


H1IRB-PURCHASB SALES of household goods rose sharply in. May, 
and again sh a marked increase above the level of a year ago. 
New credit advances by finance houses direct to hirers were well 
above the April figure, and were almost twice as high as in May 1956. 

The hire-purchase debt also continued to rise, reflecting the increase 
in the amount of the debt owing to finance houses which more than 
compensated for the continued slight decline in the value of the debt 
owing to retailers. 


Furniture and Furnishings 


A seasonal rise in hire-purchase sales of furniture and furnishing 
shops is to be expected in May, but the increase of 10 per cent. this 
year appears to be somewhat greater than usual, and compares with 
a corresponding increase of only 7 per cent. last year. Hire-purchase 
sales of independent furniture retailers in May were 16 per cent. 
higher than in April, while those of multiple shops only showed an 
increase of 6 per cent. 

The increase in hire-purchase sales in May was also slightly higher 
than the rise in the month’s total sales. 


Hardware, Radio and Electrical Goods 


Hire-purchase sales of hardware, radio and electrical goods shops 
(inchiding ive societies and gas and electricity showrooms) 
also showed a sharper increase — of 19 per cent. — between April and 
May than was the case a year ago, when it was only 3 per cent. 
Hire-purchase sales of these shops in May reached a level 32 per 
cent, higher than in May 1956. 

Hire-purchase sales of multiple and independent retailers of radio 
and electrical goods, after their seasonal decline since the 
of the year, also rose in May more sharply than a year ago. There has 


been a rising trend in hire-purchase sales of these shops 
with last year, and jn, Mies a Wie Danes AS Gar Seek.

Table 1 shows the trends in hire-purchase sales (however financed) 
of household goods shops. Sales are measured at the retail value of 
the goods, including deposits. In view of their differing accounting 
arrangements, retailers are given the option of either including or 
excluding credit charges in their figures of hire-purchase sales. 

Below are tentative estimates, subject to revision, of the average 
weekly value of goods sold on hire-purchase in December 1955 
(£ million): 

Furniture and furnishings, 3-2. 

Hardware, radio and electrical goods shops, electricity and gas 
showrooms, 2°1. 

Department stores, 0-4 (of which about 0-25 is furniture). 

Total, household goods shops, 5-7. 

Table 2 shows the relationship between the hire-purchase sales 
and the total retail sales of the shops concerned. 

Table 3 shows trends in the amount of new credit extended each 
calendar month by finance houses on hire-purchase agreements 
financed directly by them, that is, agreements which they enter into 
with hirers, including retailers’ customers. This business does not 
include agreements made between retailers and their customers 
which have been lodged by them with finance houses for discounting. 
The credit extended by finance houses is the hire-purchase price of 
the goods less deposits and includes credit charges.

New hire-purchase credit extended by finance houses for furniture 
and furnishings, radio, television, musical instruments and domestic 
appliances, that is, for household goods, are a part of the value of 
goods sold on hire-purchase by household goods shops (Table 1). 

Table 4 shows the average value per agreement of new hire-purchase 
esedit entended cach enanth vy fiaaapsiieunantansaer aanareanniin 
of vehicles.

Table 5 shows trends in the combined hire-purchase debt owing to 
retailers and finance houses at the end of each month. The first part 
of the table shows trends in the value of hire-purchase debt owing to 
retailers on agreements entered into between customers and retailers. 
These agreements may be entirely financed by the retailer and held 
by him or they may subsequently 


in the figures of debt owing to retailers. The table also shows trends 
in the value of hire-purchase debt owing to finance houses on agree- 
ments entered into between customers and finance houses; excluding, 
that is, agreements entered into between customers and retailers and 
discounted by finance houses. The debt owing to finance houses, thus 
defined, is additive with the debt owing to retailers.

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Output and Employment in Wool Textile Industry 


THE INCREASE of 17 per cent. in the volume of production in the 
wool textile industry in May compared with April can be attributed 
mainly to the longer working month, 23 days against 20 in April. 
In the five months January-May, output was 6 per cent. greater than 
in the corresponding period of 1956. 

Figures issued by the Wool Industry Bureau of Statistics show that 
so far this year deliveries of woven fabrics (excluding blankets) have 
been 5 per cent. greater than in the first five months of 1956. The 





year the increase in consumption of fibres has been 9 per cent. 
compared with the first five months of 1956. 

There was an increase in May of nearly 350 in the numbers em- 
ployed in the five principal sections of the industry, a reversal of the 
seasonal trend in recent years. The largest increases were in the 
woollen and worsted weaving sections.

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Food Consumption Levels in United Kingdom 


THE TABLES published below continue the series of statistics of 
food consumption in the United Kingdom up to the end of 1956. 
Figures for the pre-war period and for 1983, 1954 and 1955 are 
included for comparison. ‘Tables giving figures for the pre-war period 
and all years from 1940 to 1952 were published in the Ministry of 
Food Bulletin No. 720 of September 19, 1953; revised figures for 
1952 appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on July 9, 1955. 


The figures are calculated according to the methods devised and 
used by the Special Joint ittee appointed in 1943 by the 
Wartime Combined Food Board, The methods are set out in that 
Committee’s first report ‘Food Consumption Levels in the United 
States, Canada and the United Kingdom’ November, 1943. As the 
statistics are based on total supplies moving into consumption the 
coverage is not confined to private households, but includes institu- 
tions, catering establishments and H.M. Forces in the United Kingdom. 
It also includes the produce of gardens and allotments. The food 
content of alcoholic beverages is not included, except where specified. 


The main nutrients, protein, fat and carbohydrate and the energy 
value of the diet when expressed as percentages of the pre-war intake 
(the five years 1934-38 inclusive) are shown in Table A below:

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Sales by Wholesale Textile Houses in 
January and February 


THE MONTHLY statistics of sales and stocks of wholesale textile 
houses, prepared by the Wholesale Textile Association in collaboration 
with the Bank of England, have been under review; the broad outline 
and method of compilation have been continued with little change but 
the departmental breakdown has been revised and is now considered to 
be more realistic and to give a better general picture of the trading 
activities. 


In January the total sales of wholesale textile houses were 9 per 
cent, above the value a year earlier and in February a little over 1 per 
cent. higher. Total stocks at the end of February were about 6 per 
cent. greater in value than a year earlier.

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Middle East Trade Recovers 


Prospects for British manufacturers in the Middle East were 
outlined by Mr. Barry Kay, Regional Controller, Board of Trade, at 
a meeting of the London and South Eastern Regional Board for 
Industry on July 3. 

Mr. Kay said that prior to the seizure of the Suez Canal in July 
1956 and the subsequent events, United Kingdom trade with the 
Middle East had been steadily improving, and, including oil, amounted 
to about £470 million a year. Imports were at the rate of £285 million 
a year and exports at about £185 million. These increasing results 
reflected not only the growing needs of the countries in that area 
but also the continued efforts of the Governments and manufacturers 
over recent years to build up our export trade to them. 

After the Egyptian seizure of the Suez Canal in July 1956 our trade 
with Egypt rapidly declined, particularly after the freezing of Egyptian 
balances and with withdrawal of export cover by the Export Credits 
Guarantee Department. Until November 1956 our trade with other 
countries was affected only to a minor degree. However, with the 
cutting of the Suez Canal and the Syrian pipelines there was a steep 
fall in imports (chiefly oil) from Iraq, Iran, Saudi Arabia and, to a 
lesser extent, the Persian Gulf. Our exports to Syria, Saudi Arabia 
and Israel also fell and the breaking off of diplomatic relations by 
Syria and Saudi Arabia, the restrictions of E.C.G.D. cover on exports 
to those countries and shipping difficulties contributed to this decline. 
In the case of Israel, this trend has since been reversed. 

There was, however, an upward trend in exports to Iraq, Iran and 
the Persian Gulf States, and our exports to Sudan, which had suffered 
from the diversion of ships round the Cape, had recovered well. 

Apart from Egypt, our exports to the Middle East as a whole since 
August 1, 1956, had taken a turn for the better and were showing an 
increase on the corresponding period a year earlier.

Whilst it was, perhaps, too early to see the full effects on new orders, 

it was possible that the Suez crisis might not have affected our export 

trade with the Middle East as much as was feared, Mr. Kay continued. 

Now might be the opportune moment to stimulate trade in those 

countries where goodwill to the United Kingdom had been least 

affected such as Iraq, Iran, the Persian Gulf States, the Sudan and 
Lebanon. He urged manufacturers to: 

(i) Investigate the market possibilities by sending out senior 

representatives ; 
(ii) Spread agencies as widely as possible among local firms and 
provide training facilities in the United Kingdom for their 


agents ; 
(iii) Advertise effectively in the Middle East.

Progress in Atomic Science Shown 
at ‘Het Atoom’ Exhibition 
(From the British Embassy at The Hague) 


THE ‘HET ATOOM’ EXHIBITION, an imaginative onenes eee 
the peaceful use of atomic energy to the layman 
Amsterdam on June 28 by H.R.H. Prince Bernhard he Nether. 
lands, in the presence of H.M. Queen Juliana. 

The exhibition is housed in a special pe po in the ca of 
Schiphol Airport, and will remain open until September 1 

‘Het Atoom’ sets out to show the man in the street yg of 
what atomic science has achieved, where it is leading and the benefits 
that it will bring to mankind. It aiso seeks incidentally to allay popular 
fears and misconception about the ‘danger’ of exploiting atomic 
energy. 

Visitors to the exhibition pass through a series of halls where 
models, illuminated diagrams, and charts illustrate the development 
in the use of power from human muscle, through water power, coal 
and so finally to atomic power. There is then a scientific section to 
explain the fission process and the methods by which atomic energy 
is transformed into electrical power. A central hall houses a working 
closed-circuit boiling water reactor installed by the American A.M.F, 
Atomics in conjunction with Mitchell Engineering Ltd. In the central 
hall there are numerous models including one of Calder Hall provided 
by the United Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority and a copy of the 
Brookhaven graphite reactor from the United States. 

Visitors can then pass through an international section where there 
are official stands illustrating atomic energy developments in Great 
Britain, France, Belgium, Norway and the United States. There are 
also sections dealing with radio isotopes, radio activity and the various 
applications of atomic discovery to the medical, agrarian and industrial 
fields. Messrs. Pye Limited, of Cambridge, have provided an under- 
water television set mounted in the swimming-pool reactor in the 
main hall from which by a special relay system the operation of the 
reactor can be seen on screens distributed in other parts of the 
exhibition hall. Pye Limited also show a mechanical 
Baldwin Instruments Co., of Dartford, show their ‘thickness meter,’ 
and I.C.I, Ltd. in conjunction with Tube Investments Ltd. demon- 
strate the treatment of plastic materials by radiation.

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Opportunities for New Products 
Offered by Houston Fair 


AN INTERNATIONAL Trade and Travel Fair is being organized 
by the Houston (Texas) Chamber of Commerce from September 14-22, 
1957. The British Consulate-General at Houston will be organizing 
an official United Kingdom stand at the event to publicize British 
products currently being sold in the local stores in this part of Texas. 

The stand will feature all types of British consumer goods from 
china and brassware to foodstuffs, children’s books, bicycles, motor- 
cycles, glassware and fabrics. There will be an inquiry point where 
visitors’ questions about the products on display, their interest in 
accepting agencies for British goods and other commercial queries 
will be answered. Special efforts wil! be made by the Fair organisers 
to interest visitors in new items not previously shown in the United 
States. 


It is this last point on which the Consulate-General is anxious to 
receive the support of United Kingdom manufacturers. The staff 
on the stand will be willing to follow up all inquiries to see if agency 
arrangements can be made for the distribution of further supplies 
in the Texas area. 

United Kingdom firms anxious to test the reaction in the United 
States to products new to that market, may like to send samples for 
display on the stand.

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Canadian Openings for British 
Building Materials 


FAIR PROSPECTS in Canada for the sale of building materials from 
the United Kingdom are reported by the delegation which visited 
Canada in the Spring, at the instance of the Dollar Exports Council, 
to investigate the possibilities of the market. 

The delegation’s leader was Mr. Halford Reddish, chairman and 
managing director of the Rugby Portland Cement Co. Ltd. The other 
members were Mr. A. Atha, of Guest, Keen & Nettlefolds (Midlands) 
Ltd.; Mr. R. S. Jukes, of the British Plaster Board (Holdings) Ltd.; 
and Mr. H. E. Peirce, of Hall & Co. Ltd., Croydon. 

The delegation’s report lists a considerable number of United 
Kingdom products for which a larger market might be developed in 
Canada — products so recommended by representatives of the various 
trades, professions and businesses whom the delegation met over 
there. It reviews briefly the rapid expansion of the Canadian construc- 
tion industry in recent years, and comments that in spite of the 
obvious advantages enjoyed by United States manufacturers, who 
at present supply 90 per cent. of Canada’s total imports of building 
materials, the long-term outlook in the Canadian construction industry 
is so favourable that greater efforts by British manufacturers to penetrate 
the Canadian market would bring profitable results. Among the 
requirements underlined in the report are special attention to delivery 
schedules, adequate stock-holding, and design attuned to North 
American requirements. Advertising policy should ensure that a 
furceful impact is being made upon those branches of the professions 
and trades catering to the construction industries which are able to 
influence purchasing. Price quotations must be firm, and must be in 
dollars and cents: ‘price lists in sterling soon go to the waste-paper 
baskets.’ The report lays special emphasis on the importance of 
personal visits to the Canadian market by top-level British executives. 

Copies of the delegation’s report are obtainable from the Dollar 
Exports Council, 21 Tothill Street, London, S.W.1. They introduced 
it to a conference at the Council's offices on July 3, attended by the 
President of the Board of Trade, Sir David Eccles, and over 100 
representatives of building-equipment and allied firms in the United 
Kingdom. Sir William Rootes, the Council’s chairman, presided. 


Importance of Personal Contact 


Sir David Eccles urged British manufacturers of building materials 
to try their goods in Canada, and to try by personal contact; they 
would be doing it, he said, against the very favourable background of 
Mr. Diefenbaker’s declared policy of increasing Anglo-Canadian 
trade. Canadian trade with the United States was $1,300 million ‘on 
the wrong side’ last year, and Britain, which had a large deficit on trade 
with Canada, was an obvious source for correction of the balance. 

Mr. Halford Reddish said that in his view ‘the most important thing 
for anyone seeking to enter the Canadian market is for the head of the 
business, the chairman or managing director, to go to Canada first 
of all and see for himself.’ He would find the Canadians friendly and 
eager to help him if he seriously meant business, and he would find 
them proud, and rightly proud, of the great strides which their country 
was making and of the tremendous future which undeniably lay 
ahead of it. Canada was not an easy market to tackle but it was a very 
well worthwhile market. No one should take the short view, but be 
prepared to look at least five years ahead. 

‘It is important to realize the great distances involved, which are 
not always appreciated by people living in this small island,’ Mr. 
Reddish said. ‘I heard of one English company writing to its 
correspondents in Vancouver to tell them that ‘four Mr. Smith will 
be arriving at Halifax next month - will you please arrange to meet 
him,” and getting a cable back saying “‘Do it yourself, you’re nearer.” 

‘If we can find more products — and I am sure we can ~— which the 
Canadians can buy from us instead of from the United States, then 
clearly there is a benefit to the economy of both our countries,’ Mr. 
Reddish added.

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Provisions of Patents Bill in 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland 


THE FOLLOWING Notice is published at the request of the Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland Federal Authorities in view of the expected early 
enactment of the Patents Bill which had its Second Reading in the 
Federal Assembly on June 26: 


1. On account of the system of registration by deposit of patents in 
Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland, insurmountable complications and 
difficulties have arisen in providing suitable transitional provisions in 
respect of such applications. These difficulties are largely due to the length 
of time which elapses between the date of application and the date of sealing 
of a patent in the United Kingdom Patent Office. It has not been possible, 
therefore, to make provision in the Bill for those applications in the United 
Kingdom Office which will be pending at the time of the coming into force 
of the Act, with the result that applicants who wish to obtain protection in 
such Territories may be prejudiced. 


2. (a) Upon the coming into force of the Act, in cases where (whether or 
not an application has been filed in the United Kingdom or in Southern 
Rhodesia) there has been no prior publication, use or other invalidating 
factor under the definitions of ‘invention’ and ‘novelty’ or otherwise in the Act, 
applicants should file a Federal application immediately in order to protect 
their rights. 

(b) Where, however, such Federal application cannot be filed, it is sug- 
gested that in view of the provisions of the Patents (Southern Rhodesia) 
Ordinance [Chapter 208] of Northern Rhodesia, inventors whose applica- 
tions are pending in the United Kingdom Patent Office and who are 
intending applicants in Northern Rhodesia should apply without delay to 
the Southern Rhodesia Patent Office to expedite the sealing of a Southern 
Rhodesia patent application in order that they may take advantage of the 
provisions of the above-mentioned Ordinance by filing in Northern 
Rhodesia before the Act comes into force, 

(c) It is regretted that no other relief can be suggested as far as Nyasaland 
is concerned, as there is no equivalent Ordinance to Chapter 208 of Northern 
Rhodesia in operation in Nyasaland. 


3. Attention is drawn to the fact that under the Bill any prior knowledge 
or use by anyone of an invention is fatal. Therefore, those who have made 
use of their inventions and who rely on the provisions of the Southern 
Rhodesia Act (which permit knowledge and use of an invention up to two 
years prior to the filing of a patent application therefor) can obtain protection 
in respect of Southern Rhodesia by filing an application at the Southern 
Rhodesia Patent Office for a patent prior to the coming into force of the Act.

Australia and Japan 


A TRADE AGREEMENT between Australia and Japan was signed at 
Tokyo on July 6. 

In this Agreement each Government undertakes to accord most- 
favoured-nation treatment to the other in respect of tariffs and import 
licensing. Each Government may, however, after consultation with 
the other, suspend their obligations if imports from the other country 
cause or threaten serious injury to its domestic producers. 

Japan also undertakes to continue the present duty-free entry of 
Australian wool for three years and to give the Australian wool 
industry the opportunity of competing for not less than 90 per cent. 
of her total foreign exchange allocation for wool each year. Japan 
expects to import at least 200,000 tons of soft wheat from Australia 
in the first year of the Agreement with a possible increase in succeeding 
years, and to continue importing at least 30 per cent. of her barley 
from Australia. 

The Agreement entered into force immediately and will remain 
in force for an initial period of three years and thereafter subject to 
three months’ notice of termination. 

With effect from July 8, Japanese goods will no longer be liable to 
duty on import into Australia under the ‘General’ column of the 
Australian Customs Tariff, and the ‘ceilings’ which limited the use 
of non-dollar import licensing quotas for imports from Japan have 
been removed. 


Bulgaria and West Germany 


A PROTOCOL concerning the exchange of commodities between 
Bulgaria and Western Germany has been signed in Sofia. 

Provision has been made for trade during the 12 months ending 
March 31, 1958, to the value of D.M. 80 million in each direction. 
Quotas for Bulgarian exports to Western Germany mainly comprise 
agricultural products and raw materials. The quotas for Western 
German exports to Bulgaria comprise industrial products including 
machinery, iron, steel and non-ferrous metals, chemicals and pharma- 
ceutical products.
